SUBJECT* Sergei Demhardowitah ORLOV, (i FROliLICH 



1. Subject ms employed by this Agency as a sub-agent from July 1946 
to July 1?50. He was dropped without prejudice, although in the opinion 
of one Washington intelligence officer, he is a "professional intelligence 
promoter whose interests are primarily f i nancial" . 

2* Subject was born on 8 February 1904 in Riga of parents of German 
extraction. Prior to 1920, be lived with his family in Moscow, when they 
mowed to Latvia and became Latvian citisene. He graduated from the Techni- 
cal Inatitute of Riga, and later was in charge of a business firm. In June 
1940, be became a member of the Latvian anti-Soviet mdarground. In 1941, 
Subject and hie family fled to Germany where they were declared "Volks- 
deutsohe". In 1942, ha Joined the SA, because he felt that it wae more 
sympathetically Inclined towards the Russian nationalist movement, and was 
appointed a German liaison officer to General VLASSOV with the rank of SA— 
Hastof. With ths awakening of interest in the TUSSOY movement on the pert 
of Hitler and the S3, Subject Joined the Waffen-SS in 1944* In the winter of 
1944-45 he Joined the staff of General ASCREN BRENNER, the Wehrmacht's liaison 
officer to YLAS90Y, and in April 1945 took part in a projeot of ASCHENBRZfJNER's 
to affect the euzraader of the VLASSOV force to the Third Army. Subject wae 
taken prisoner while visiting General THDHDf of the SOI. In 1945, be lived 
in Raveusbuxg aa a DP. In 1946 he was asployed by a construction firm In 
Munich, "Deaeter Neumann". He also worked for the Linder firm In Munich. 

His wife and daughter (info 1949) live in Lindau. 

3. While working for us. Subject was concurrently employed as a MIS 
interrogator in Nympheaburg, Another report, unevaluated, states that Sub- 
ject was or had been working for CIC in November 1950. Since no further 
details are available, this may refer to his employment with MIS. 

4. According to Nikolaus BARANOWSKT , who is frequently characterised 
as a noted intelligence peddler and fabricator, Sergius (or Boris) FROELICII 
(ORIOFP) has been personally known to BARANOWSKT since the winter of 1947, 
and Subject started to work for BARANOWSJCT at the beginning of 1948. Subject 
Was head of a Cl group directed by BARANOlffSKI, however BARANOV; SKI was not 
satisfied with his work, and the connection was broken off in Novomber 1948. 
BARANOWSEF claim that he last met Subject perso na lly in late 1948. Later, 
Subjeot started to work for BARANOT'SKT once again, this time under different 
(unknown) conditions, through Viktor LARIONOV, one of BARANOtr SKI * c close intel- 
ligence associates. BARANOWSKT reports that Subject was dropped for a final 
time in November 1950. 

$, On 2 January 1950, Subject waa reported to have been dropped by an 
intelligence organisation in Germany '.forking under American supervision. 

Subject waa dropped because this intelligence unit was being reorganised. 
BARANOWSKT also, until quite recently, was a semi-autonompus operator under 
the Oerman organieation and consequently the presumption is that Subject, 








after being dropped In January 1950, regained in indirect contact with the 
organisation through BARAKOWSKI , until bo was reportedly released by BAEAHOn- 
sn in Hcrveaber 1950. 

6* Subject and Konetantln KBOKZADI were reported by BARUKWSII to be 
tee leading personalities ef theKelgunov group and to bans supplied BARABOW- 
SEC eith information on tisaotlritisc of this group. Subject is a Eepefcliean, 
and baa a wife, daughter and eon. Be resides at Jensens traase 2, Muni c h 
in January 1951 and ms described as being 1+79* tall, with gray hair and
